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A sixeongine or eizht-encine plane with dowble ridder assexbly was 
observed frequently over tne eastern section of tioscow, Tt was always 
escorted by three or Tour fighters. ‘The plane was noticeably large, 

had a very Llorce wing spen,end resembled in shape and size the Gernan 
"Giant?, It usually flew very hich and very fast and was not one of the 
frequently seen four-engine planes. *
